Bayeria Riibsaamen (1914, Marcellia 14: 
97), a genus of Palearctic gall midges (see 
Skuhrava, 1986: 140 of Family Cecido- 
myiidae, in Soos and Papp, eds.. Catalogue 
of Palaearctic Diptera, Vol 4, Akademiai 
Kiado, Budapest), is preoccupied by Bay- 
eria Fritsch (1905: \ \,in Fritsch and Bayer, 
Neue Fische und Reptilien aus der Boh- 
mischen Kreideformation, Prague), erected 
for a Cretaceous species of fish. Bayeria 
Riibsaamen must be renamed, so I propose 
Bayeriola NEW NAME as a replacement.
